A fellow' publisher up at Mun­ 
day wrote: “Note w here you have 
retired from the publishing busi­ 
ness after 43 years of slaving 
around

messy 
old 
printing 
office. 
T hat’s long 
enough to 
learn that you can’t get rich at 
that vocation. Some fellows learn 
their lesson sooner than that.” 
Another fellow commented that, 
lf we had been at it that long, 
we were a lot older than he had 
thought. 
We hastened to declare 
that we w*ere a toe-headed kid 
when w'e started 
but even that 
didn’t leave us a youngster, did 
K* 
Anyway, we look back over the 
years with a lot of pleasure and 
•atlsfaction of having tiled to be 
good citizen in any community 
kl which we were located. 
Not 
always understood, seldom prais­ 
ed. usually criticized bitterly for 
Hie mistakes he makes and rarely 
lauded for the free plugging of 
his community and its citizens, 
the average newspaper man is 
Invariably an optimist. 
Everybody in the community 
know'g better how' to edit a news­ 
paper—and they ought to—just 
like a 16-year-old knows more 
than his parents. 
We can truthfully say that in 
all the years w'e have operated a 
newspaper we have newer know ­ 
ingly used the columns of our 
paper to degrade a person or a 
worthy 
project. 
Certainly we 
have hurt people’s feelings, hut 
only through errors of the mind 
or hand, and not of the heart 
We haven't always printed stuff 
like some folks wanted It - not 
that w'e considered ourself sm art­ 
er or more capable, but to meet 
the standards of editorial policy 
whether everybody considered them 
proper or just. 
We have con­ 
densed articles often, to make 
them concise and what we con­ 
sidered better balanced. 
In some 
Instance* we have elaborated on 
notes for the same reason. 
One thing about publishing a 
newspaper—when the thing ls in 
print, there’s little we 
can do 
rfbout changing an error, a mis­ 
spelled word. 
The paper seldom 
pleases us either after it appears! 
It is said that a doctor buries 
kit mistakes; a preacher says he 
didn’t say it; a teacher says he 
was misquoted — but the news­ 
paper man is stuck With hi* in 
j Hack and white, and he can’t 
take them back! 
Oddly enough, we have Mvde in 
only four communities since we 
started our new spaper career. And 
when w'e say “lived.” we mean it. 
Somehow getting out a newspaper 
Is one of the most confining voca­ 
tions one could pick. 
We have 
never had a real vacation. 
For 
16 years we never missed work­ 
ing on an issue of two publica­ 
tions 
We’ve been ill or confined 
to the bed less than a month al­ 
together—three weeks of that be­ 
ing due to an accident in the 
Hamlin plant. 
Oh, the trade has had its com­ 
pensations. 
We feel we've gained 
many friends. 
Generally, people 
have been kind to us. 
And w'p 
are grateful. 
But all in all, we are reluct­ 
antly laying dowm our newspaper 
tools. 
Its a wonderful vocation. 
Hard work is its companion; the 
rewards are few except in the 
satisfaction <f a man’s soul of 
having played a vital role in his 
community.
